TAHARAH WUZU & GHUSUL 



DUA WHEN ENTERING THE TOILET: 

"Allahumma inni awoozubika minal qubusi wai Qabais" 

(Bukhari and Muslim) One should enter the toilet with his left foot and 
sit down by putting more weight on his left side. Beware! Do not $jt facing the 
K 'aba nor sit with back towards ka'aba. 

THE METHOD OF CLEANLINESS: 

Take three or five pieces of sod in your left hand, wipe off the impurity with first, 
then wash with water thoroughly. Then, wash both your hands with soap or mud. 

COVER YOUR HEAD: 

When entering the toilet, cover your head with a cap and wear slippers. 

DUA TO BE RECITED WHEN COMING OUT OF THE TOILET : 
One should come out of the toilet placing his right foot first 
and the following dua should be recited. 
"ALHAMDULILLAHILLAZI AZHABA ANIL WA AAFANI" 

(Nisaa'l ibn-e-maja) 

QUANTITY OF IMPURITY WHICH CAN BE EXCUSED: 
Solid impurity like excreta blood etc. is excusable upto 5 grams. 
Liquid impurity like urine.Alchohol etc. is excusable if it is of 
the size of a rupee cion or of the quantity which can be 
held in the hollow of a palm (Nisaab). 

THE URINE OF A HALAL ANIMAL 

(Perimitted Animal) 

The urine of a halal animal is excusable if it covers less than one fourth part 
of the body or clothing (To be excusable means that if one has offered one's 
prayer with such impurity on the body or clothes, prayer will be considered 
valid but undesirable). (Nisaab Ahle-Qidmaath). 

INJUNCTIONS OF WUZU (Ablution) 
WATER: The water used for Wuzu and Ghusul 
should be clear.with no smell and taste 
MAKE INTENTION (NIYYAT): 
"Atawazau lirafayll Hadas" 
FARD (ORDAINED! PARTS OF WUZU: 

There are four Fard (Ordained) Parts of Wuzu. 

1 . Washing the whole face once. 

2. Washing both the arms including elbows once. 

3. Washing both the feet including ankles once. 

4. Passing of wet hands (Masah) 
over One-fourth of the head. 



SUNNAT (CUSTOMARY) ACTS OF WUZU: 

There are thirteen sunnats 

(Customary) acts of Wuzu. 

1. To make Niyyat (intention) 

2. To recite Bismillah. 

3. To clean the teeth with Miswak (tooth stick). 

4. Wash each part three times. 

5. Wash both hands upto elbow including the wrists. 

6. Rinsing the inner mouth. 

7. Washing the inner part of nose. 

8. To comb the beard with wet fingers. 

9. Passing wet fingers between the fingers of hands and toes of feet. 

1 0. Passing of wet hands (Masah) over the whole head. 

11. Passing of wets hands (Masah) around the ears. 

12. To maintain an uninterrupted continuity. 

13. To observe the sequence. 

MUSTAHABATH AND MAKRUHAT: 
There are nine Mustahbat (desirable) and 
ten Makruhat (undesirable) in Wuzu 

THINGS THAT NULLIFY WUZU: 

1 . Discharge of blood or pus from the body. 

2. Passing gas from the rectum. 

3. Discharge of urine or excreta. 

4. Throwing out a mouth full of vomit. 

5. Discharge of any other thing from the place of 
discharge of urine or excreta. 

6. Sleeping, either in a posture of lying down or 
resting the body against some support. 

7. Loss of consciousness. 

8. Insanity (Going mad). 

9. Audible laughter during Salat 

(exception: an adult person's namaz-e-janaza).

Haiz (Menses) The monthly bleeding from the overies by an 
adult women is Haiz (menses). The period lasts for a minimum of 3 
days and 3 nights and for a maximum of 10 days and 10 nights. It shall 
be continued as a period of 10 days, for a women who has no fixed 
period. 

Age of Haiz (Menses) The minimum age for the start of menses 
is 9 years and the maximum age is 55 years. Some women may 
continue menses even after 55 years 

The Sign of Maturity When a girl starts her menstrual 
period or when she did not start her menstrual period but become 
pregnant, but had a wet dream in which she had sexual intercourse 
with a man and linked it and had some discharge. In all these three 
circumstances, she has matured. But, in case not one of all these 
three circumstances did happen, but she has reached 15 years of 
age.then too she shall be deemed as having matured. 
ISHTIHAZA (The blood disease) If the bleeding is for 
less than 3 days or for more than 1 0 days, it is not menses but Istihaza 
(the blood of disease), in which case, Salath (Namaz) and Jama 
(Intercourse) are permissible. Haiz (Menses) and Nifas (after birth 
discharge) are discharged from the ovaries whereas the bleeding of 
Istihaza is due to a rupture of an artery or vein. 
NIFAS (after birth dischrge) The discharge of blood 
after the delivery of a child from the ovaries is called Nifas. The 
maximum period of Nifas is 40 days and the minimum has no limit. The 
bleeding which continues after 40 days is Istihaza. The bleeding which 
takes place during pregnency is also Istihaza. ABORTION : If abortion 
takes place when the child is still a piece of flesh and no body parts had 
formed, even then it shall be deemed as Nifas 
POSITION during Haiz One can touch the Quran if it is in a 
"Joosdan (Box or Bag)". Ateacher can teach the Quran, One word at a 
time. Salath (Namaz) is excused completely during Haiz (menses) but 
there is Qaza for Rozas (Fasts). Sexual intercourse is Haram during 
Haiz and it is makrooh Tahreemi to look at woman who are naked from 
the neval to the knees or to touch the naked body parts with one's 
body. (It is possible to take advantage and massage other parts of the 
body). It is permissible to sleep with a women who is undergoing her 
menstal period or to let her cook the meals is also possible 
The Colour of Haiz Whatever colour of discharge during 
Haiz (menses) may be like Orange, Green, Grey or black, it shall be 
deemed as Haiz only. When the discharge becomes white, then it 
shall be deemed that she clean from Haiz. HASTE IN BATHING : 
Bathe as soon as Haiz or Nifas stops and start performing Salath 
(Namaz). Some women wait for 40 days after delivery which is wrong 
and incorrect. 

Intercourse (Jama) A women who has the habit of 10 days 
menstrual period is permitted to have intercourse, as soon as her 
menses stop without even taking a bath. A women who has the habit of 
a less than 10 days menstrual period is not permitted to have 
intercourse before taking a bath after her menses stop or it is 
permissible for her to have intercourse after the passing of one Salath 
(Namaz) time, without even taking a bath. If menses stop before the 
habitual days, then intercourse is permissible after the passing of one 
Salath (namaz). 

The Clean Days The Clean days are "Ayyam-e-Tahar" means 
the days a women can stay clean. A women stays clean for at least 1 5 
days between two menstrual periods and the maximum period has no 
limits. Some women don't get Haiz (menses) all their lives.

Quantity of impurity which can be excused 
Major Impunties : Solid impurity like excreta, blood, pus etc. 
excusable upto 5 grams on one's body or cloths. Liquid impurity like 
Urine, Alcohol etc. is excusable if it is of the size of one rupee coin or of 
the quantity which can be held in the hollow of a palm. 
Minor Impurities : The Urine etc. of Halal animals is excusable if it 
covers less than one fourth part of the clothes. Mas-ala : Namaz may 
be considered valid but undesirable (Makrooh Tahreemi) with in the 
quality of impurity mentioned. Mas-ala The Urine and vomiting of a small 
baby is also impurity. When dried semen, Haiz (menses), Nifas (after 
birth discharge) excreta etc. is scrached off from a cloth, it is deemed 
as clean though the spot may remain . Wet semen, Haiz etc. on a cloth 
have to be washed and cleaned with water to be deemed as clean .

Strike second time and pass over the 
arms including the elbows. Acts which nullify wazu, also nullify 
tayammum. Tayammum also nullifies when there no valid reason or 
disease for Tayammum. Tayammum is the substitute for wazu and 
Ghusul. Tayammum of ghusul is valid till such time when ghusul 
becomes obligatory.

THE FARD, WAJIB & MUFSIDAAT OF NAMAZ 



THE FARDS 

(OBLIGATORY OF NAMAZ) 
There are 14 Fards of Namaz 
[7 are conditions (shareat) " 
7 are fundamentals (Arkan)] 

The Conditions of Namaz are: 

Before starting Namaz, there are 7 conditions: 

1. Cleanliness of body 

2. Cleanliness of clothes 

3. Cleanliness of place of offering 
Namaz 

4. Covering of satar (parts of body which 
should be covered compulsory) 

5. It should be the appointed time 

6. Facing the Ka'aba 

7. Niyyat (intention) for the Namaz 

THE FUNDAMENTALS OF NAMAZ ARE: 

1 . To say of Takbeer Tahreema 

(AllahuAkber) 

2. To stand (Qiyam) 

3. To recite some sura or verses of Quran 

4. To bow (perform ruku) 

5. To perform two prostrations (sajda) in 

each Raka'at 

6. To sit for the time required for the 

recitation of Atahiyat 

7. To end Namaz (with intend). If any of 
the above mentioned fards (obligatory) 
of Namaz are missed or forgotten to be 
done, then Namaz is not performed. It 
has to be repeated. 

SATAR (COVERING) OF MEN 
It is obligatory for men to cover their 
bodies from the navel to their knees. 

SATAR (COVERING) OF WOMEN 
A women should cover her whole body so 
that even the hair on her head should 
not be seen, but her face, palms and 
feet can be exposed. 

MAS-ALA 

If a man or women perform Namaz in 
such thin and transparent clothes like 
net etc. from which the body can be 
seen, then their Namaz will not be 
deemed as performed. 



THE ESSENTIALS 
(WAJIB) OF NAMAZ 

1 . To recite sura Fatiha 

2. To add some other sura to it (zammi sura) 

3. Deciding the serial Order of Quran 

To recite the Quran in the prescribed 
order 

4. To perform each fard item properly in 
order and patiently (Tadeel-e-arkan) 

5. To sit after performing two Raka'at 
(Qaida-e-ula) 

6. To recite Atahiyat (Tashahhud) 

7. To recite the Quran loudly 
(Qira'atjehri) 

8. To recite the Quran in a very slow voice 
(Qira'at sirri) 

9. To turn the face right and left (salaam) 
at the end of Namaz 

10. To recite Dua-e-Qunoot in witr Namaz 

11. To recite the Takbeers of the Namaz- 
e-Eidine (Fitr&Azha) 

12. To recite the Takbeer in the third 
Raka'at of witr Namaz 

13. To perform Qouma (standing) 

14. To perform jalsa (sitting) 

Standing straight after Ruku is wajib. 

Jalsa: 

Sitting between the two sajdas at least 
one can say "Subhanallah" is wajib.

METHODS OF PERFORMING 
SAJDA-E-SAHU 

During the last sitting (Qaida) after 
reciting Attahiyat (Tashahhud) turn face 
to the right to offer salaam , then reciting 
the Takbeer twice perform two sajdas 
and recite the whole Attahiyat 
(Tashahhud), Darood-e-lbrahim and 
dua, turn the face right and left at the 
end offering Salaam. 



THE MUFSIDAAT-E-NAMAZ 
THE THINGS WHICH BREAK 
NAMAZ ARE CALLED 
MUFSIDAAT-E-NAMAZ 

1. To speak during Namaz (deliberately or 
otherwise, a little or much) 

2. To answer back some one 

3. To wish salaam to some one 

4. To respond to someone's salaam 

5. To reply to someone's sneeze by saying 
"Yarhamakallah" 

6. To say "Alahmdulillah" when you hear good 
news 

7. To say "Innalillahi wa inna ilaihi raji-oon" when 
you hear bad news 

8. To utter "aah" or "uff" or to cry out a loud or 
utter words due to some pain or calamity, (it is 
not mufsid to cry assuming about hell or 
heaven). 

9. To clear the throat unnecessarily (like saying 
"akh akh" if there is real necessity or excuse 
then Namaz will not be fasid) 

10. To ask dua for such things which are asked 
from men (like "0! Allah, give me meat, food, 
clothes, etc.) 

11. To read the Quran by seeing it (if someone 
looked a piece of paper on which something is 
written which you understand but did not read it 
by mouth, then Namaz will not be fasid) 

12. To read the Quran with mistakes (so that the 
meaning is spoiled and to read it loud like 
poems such that the meaning is changed 

13. To give or take luqma during Namaz 
(provided that they both are not Imam and 
Muqthadi) (to listen to a person who is not 
performing Namaz will also break the Namaz) 

14. To eat or drink (advertently or inadvertently) 

15. To laugh out loud by an adult Namazi during 
Namaz (such loud laughing which can be heard 
by a men beside him. It causes both the Namaz 
and wudu to break) 

16. Namaz will not break if one laughs loud 
during the Namaz-e-Janaza 

1 7. Doing multifarious deeds (which are not part 
of Namaz nor for its betterment like scratching 
the head etc. even though it is not much of deed 
but if repeated atleast thrice in one fundamental 
(rukun) by raising the hand every time will be 
deemed as multifarious deeds and can lead to 
the breaking of the Namaz 

18. To let a women stand beside a man (this 
leads to the breaking of the Namaz of three 
men, who may be in the proximity to her: to her 
right, to her left and to her back. 

19. To perform sajda on an unclean thing 

20. If anyone conditions of the Namaz among the 
conditions prescribed is not completed 

21 . If any One of the Fundamental of Namaz 
among the fundamentals prescribed is not 
performed. 

22. To turn away from the Qibla without reason 
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THE RULE OF MASJI 



THE GREATNESS OF MASJIf Masjid is the 
holy house of ALLAH TAALA on the earth.The fard 
Namazs performed in the Masjid is 70 times more 
greather tha n the Fard Namaz performed at home. 
Those people who give lessons of Quran or makes 
speeches or give advice in the Masjid and those people a 
Masjid is the symbol of Imaan and the sign of being a 
Jannati.By cleaning a Masjid, one's heart become clean 
and bright. Removing the dirt from the Masjid is paying 
theMaherofa One who spreads perfume 

in the Masjid is a Jannati (AbuDawood . To arrange for 
lights in the masjid is to light our tomb AbuDaw 
Entering the Masjid after performing Wadu, with all due 
respect, by placing the right foot first, then recite this Dua: 

ALL.4HVMMAF-THALIABIVABA R.4HMATIC 
Perform two Rakaats of Nafil Namaz"Tahiyatal Masjid".lf 
you intend to stay for a longer period, make niyyat for Nafil 
Aitekaf, Dua: BISMILLH1 nihil. nil WA ALAIHI 

TAHAKKALTl ' HA NAVA1TU SUNNATALA1TEKAF, 
After performing Fard Namaz.when coming out.place the 
left foot first and recite this Dua: 7i LAW 

AS-ALl A. 7 MIX1 FAZLIKA II 'A R. IHMATIK. 
The prohibited things in the Masjid: Do not come to the 
Masjid after eating raw onions and garlic(Which Causes 
bad breath). To come late and cross other musallies. To 
speak loudly is prohibited. Eating Drinking and sleeping is 
prohibited(it is allowed during Aitekaf). It is makrooh (not 
desirable)to keep the Masjid closed(lt is permitted if there 
is the fear of dacoity). To buy or sell, take or give is 
prohibited. To talk about wordly things is prohibited. To 
feel proud, to spit in the Masjid, to beg etc., all are 
prohibited. 

THE RULES OF KHUTBA: Prohibited things : As soon 
as the khateeb (khutba deliver)walks towards the 
mimber(pulpit), from that moment all kinds of the Zikr, 
Tasbees Tilawat, Salaam, Kalaam should be stopped 
immediately, Sit in the poster of the " Qaida" as in the 
Namaz. Fold your hands and listen to the Khutba 
attentively. 

The language of the Khutba: Khutba should be in Arabic 
language. Adding any other language is against Sunnat- 
e- Moukkida and is Makrooh-e-Tahreemi. 
Wajib: Listening to the Khutba from start to end is 
obligatory. Be far or near, whether you can hear the 
Khutba or not, be completely attentive towards the Khutba. 
Makro-e-Tahreemi: Any deed which can cause disru 
ption in listening during the Khutba ia Makrooh-e- 
Tahreemin, Eating, Drinking, Walking, Talking, Salaam, 
Kalaam, Zikr, Tasbeeh.Tilawat or even offering Nafil 
Namaz or telling a Sharayi mas-ala is also Makrooh-e- 
Tahreemi. Entering the Masjid after commencement of 
the Khutba is Makrooh-e-Tahreemi. The state of Khutba 
is like that of Namaz. All those dpejteWfteehflrBiBretabjtejl 
in th state of Namaz are also 



Khutba. If khutba starts when one is offering Sunnat 
Namaz, he should shorten the Namaz and complete it at 
once. 

When hearing the Khutba, sit as 
in the state of Qaida as in Namaz and fold your hands. 
Leave your hands and place them on your thighs when 
hearing the second Khutba. 

During the Khutba.preventing others from 
talking, Tilawat, Tasbeeh etc, is also regarded as talking 
Other Khutbas Khutba-e-Juma'a, Khutba-e-lstisqa and 
Khutba-e-Nikah, listening to all Khutbas is Wajib 
(Obligatory). 

During the Khutba. If the Prophet's 
name is mentioned utter Durood-e-Shreef in your heart. 
Saying "Raziallahu Anhu" when hearing the name of the 
Sahaba karam is Makrooh-e-Tahreemi 
Don't rise for Namaz until the second Khutba comes to 
and end. 

Mas!. : On Juma & Eid if one does not Offer Fajr 
Namaz his Juma & Eid Namaz will not be accepted 

THE RULES OF INVOKING DUA THE MOST 



Say with regrets: 

BIH IQOI SAYtADNA AH-HAMMAD SALL.1LLAIKJ 



Meaning : O ALLAH! verily I ask forgiveness of you on 
behalf of the intervention and sadaqa of your dear friend 
Sayyadna Muhammad Sallallahu Alaihi Wa 
Sallam(Behaqietc) 

ASK WITH CONVECTON: Ask with such conviction that 
Allah Taala is seeing us and listening to our dua and with 
his Mercy will accept our dua. 

ASK WITH SINCERITY: Sincerity comes from good- 
pious niyyah (intention)and Sincerity should come from 
the depths of the heart. Such dua is accepted at once. 
ASK WITH FULL ATTENTION: Ask dua with full attention 
from the heart towards Allah Taala. BEWARE: The dua of 
inattentive people is not accepted : ,rnlizi ' 
NAFIL NAMAZ: Rasoolullah Sallallahu Alaihi Wa Sallam 
said, Anyone who performs Wadu properly, then prays 
two rakat nafil namaz, then invokes his dua, his dua shall 
be accepted immediately. ' 'brani^ 
ASK WITH HUMILITY AND FEAR OF ALLAH: Ask dua 
with the out most humility and fear of Allah, Cryng, at 
least keep a crying face when asking dua, Allah Taala 
likes crying very much. (Bukhari Shareef) 

THE METHOD OF DUA: 

Spread out both hands in front of your chest. Fingers 
should face towards Kaaba and palms towards sky 
(Baitul Mamoor). There should be a 10cm distance 
between both the hands. Fingers should be a bit open. 
Look towards your h ands or your lap. Ask dua crying. If 
you don't feel like crying, at least make a crying face. 
Always start and end a dua with hamd (Praise of Allah 
Taala) and Durood wa Salaam, otherwise the dua will be 
left in lurch. After completing the dua pass your hands 
over your faces. 
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PERFORM PRAYERS irTHESUNNAH 




QIYAAM : Standing Posture :- 

Stand straight with the chest and face towards Qibla.There should be about 
10.cms space between the feet. Eyes should be focused and concentrated at 
the place of sajda. Lift both hands towards the ears keeping them open and 
palms of both hands facing towards Qibla. While reciting Takbeer-e-Tehrima 
touch the ear lobes with the tips of the thumbs and bring the hands to the waist 
level Swinging around and encircle the wrist of the left hand with the thumb and 
small finger of the right hand.The remaining three fingers should be placed 
straight on the left wrist. The feet should be placed such that the fingers face 
towards Qibla and feets parallel to one another. Heels should be placed in a line 
with the heels of others on both the sides.. (QIYAAM IS FAR2). 

RUKU : Bending posture :- In Ruku eyes should be 

focussed on the space between the feet, grip well both the Knees with hands 
keeping the fingers spreaded, waist back and head should be in a straight line. 

Elbows should be streched straight, while reciting Tasmia. Get up (for Qauma) 
and stand straight and recite Thahmeed (Qauma is Wajib) (Ruku is Farz) 

SAJDA: Special Islamic Posture :- 

From the standing position go for Sajda rest your knees first on the ground then 
palms followed by Nose and lastly the forehead, the hands should be nearest to 
the ears there should not be any space between the fingers, elbow should be 
apart from the armpits and the waist.To rest the elbows on the ground is detestable 
(Makrooh). All the fingers of hands and feet should face towards Qibla. 
The toes should not be lifted from the ground during Sajda otherwise prayers (Namaz) 
will be invalidated. On completion of Sajda the proper way is to first lift the forehead 
Followed by nose then lastly the Knees and stand up or sit back as the case may be. 

QAIDA: Sitting Posture :■ SKdown with both legs bending from knees, the 
left foot should be laid horizontally on the ground while the right foot is kept erect 
with toe and figures placed on the ground grip the toe of the right foot with the toe 
and finger of the left foot. The eyes should be focused on lap. Keep the palms 
of the hands on the thighs a little away from knees and the fingers should be pointing 
towards Qibla. After dua (Prayer in Qaida) turn your face fully first to 
the right side shoulder and then left side reciting "Salaam" 

DUA: After Prayer : - Both the hands should be lifted to the level of the chest with 
palms upwards spreaded towards Qibla with a space of about 10 cms between the 
hands. There should be slight space between fingers. Eyes should be focused on 
the palms. Shed tears or atleast make the expression of crying face. 
It is necessary that Allah Tala's Hamd and Darood on our Nabi(SAWS) should be 
recited at the begening and also at the end of the prayer (Dua) to ensure acceptance 
of the prayer. After the prayer(Dua) touch the face with palms of both the hands. 



There are all compulsory excersices (Yogas) for health in Namaz. 
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1. QIYflM 



Standing posture: Standing straight with chest 
Towards qibla. This is farz . There should be about four inches 
space between the feet placed parellel to each other facing toes towards 
qibla. Eyes should be FOCUSED and Concentrated at the site of Sajda. The 

PALMS OF BOTH THE HANDS SHOULD FACE QIBLA AND THE FINGERS WITH SPACE BETWEEN 
THEM SHOULD FACE UPWARDS TOWARDS BAITH-UL-MAMOOR [l.E ASMANI KABA]. BRING 
BOTH HANDS TOWARDS CHEST BEHIND COVERING CLOTH [ODNI] AND THE 
RIGHT HAND SHOULD BE PLACED ABOVE THE LEFT HAND ON THE CHEST 

2. RCIKCl BENDING POSTURE: THIS IS FARZ.BEND IN SUCH 

A MANNER THAT YOUR BACK LOOKS CURVED AND HEAD SHOULD BE 
AT THE LEVEL OF YOUR BACK WITH HANDS PLACED ON THE KNEES WITHOUT 
ANY GAP BETWEEN FINGERS. KEEP ELBOWS ATTACHED TO ARMPITS AFTER 
COMPLETING TASBIH STAND UP STRAIGHT THEN RECITE TAHMEED. TO STAND 
UP STRAIGHT i.E.QAWMAIS WAJIB. 

3 tlimil SPECIAL ISLAMIC POSTURE: SAJDA IS FARZ. FROM 

■ HlJUn STANDING POSITION AFTER RUKU SIT DOWN RECITING 
TAKBEER AND SPREAD BOTH THE LEGS ON THE GROUND TOWARDS RIGHT 
SIDE, REST BOTH YOUR HANDS ON THE GROUND THEN PLACE YOUR 
FOREHEAD THEN NOSE FOLLOWED BY ELBOWS ON THE GROUND. HEAD 
SHOULD BE PLACED BETWEEN TWO HANDS AND CLOSE TO EARS, THUS YOUR 
BODY SHOULD BE WELL IN CONTACT WITH THE GROUND. AFTER RECITING 
THE TASBIH FIRST LIFT NOSE THEN FOREHEAD FOLLOWED BY ELBOWS THEN 
HANDS AND SIT BACK FOR ATLEAST FEW SECONDS AND AGAIN REPEAT THE 
SECOND SAJDA. SITTING FOR FEW SECONDS BETWEEN TWO SAJDA IS 
CALLED JALSAA WHICH IS WAJIB. 

4. QfllDfl THE SITTING POSTURE: THE FIRST QAIDA IS WAJIB 
AND THE LAST QAIDA IS FARZ. SIT WITH BOTH LEGS ON THE GROUND WITH FEET 
TOWARDS RIGHT SIDE AND EYES SHOULD BE FOCUSED ON THE LAP, HANDS 
SHOULD BE PLACED ON THE LEGS LITTLE AWAY FROM THE KNEES AND THE 

FINGERS SHOULD BE TAWARDS QIBLA WITHOUT ANY SPACE BETWEEN THEM 
WHILE RECITING KALIMA "LA ILAHA" MAKE A RING JOINING THUMB ANDMIDDLE 
FINGER AND RISE THE POINTER [SHAADATH] FINGER AND BRING IT DOWN WHILE 

RECITING ILALLAH"KEEP IT UNTILL YOU FINISH THE PRAYER [NAMAZJ. THE END OF 
PRAYER [NAMAZ] FIRST TURN YOUR FACE FOCUSSING YOUR EYES ON THE RIGHT 
SHOULDER AND THEN SIMILARLY TOWARDS LEFT SHOULDER RECITING SALAAM 
ON BOTH THE SIDES. IT IS FARZ THAT YOU COMPLETE PRAYER WITH THE 
INTENTION OF DOING SO. 

5. DUfl AFTER THE PRAYER: DUA IS THE ESSENCE OF IBADAH. 

LIFT BOTH YOUR HANDS TOWARDS QIBLA AND THE ARM 
SHOULD BE UPWARDS TOWARDS BAITUL MAMOOR. SPREAD HANDS WITH THE 
SPACE ABOUT 10cm BETWEEN THEM WHICH SHOULD BE UNDER ODNI, PRAY WITH 
TEARS IN YOUR EYES OR WITH ACRYING EXPRESSION ON FACE RECITE HAMD OF 
ALLAH TAALA, DAROOD AND SALAM ON OUR NABI (SAWS) AT THE BEGINING AND 
ALSO IN END TO ENSURE THE ACCEPTANCE OF PRAYER BY ALLAH TAALA 
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OFFERING NAMAZ BAREHEADED?

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THE RULES PERTAINING TO ROZA (FASTING 



The Command of Roza (Fasting): 

The Fasting of the complete month of Ramazan have been made 
obligatory over every adult man and women Muslim (unless and otherwise 
the women are free from the menstruation or monthly period). Those 
who deny the obligation are Kafir and those who do not observe the 
Fasting without any reasons as allowed as per the Shariat are commiting 
severe default and they are sinful persons. 

Conditions: One must make his mind to observe the fasting with his heart 
and soul (if one does not make his mind of observing the fasting on that day 
then it is not called fasting). Niyyat is willingness by heart to observe fast 
and it is not compulsory to utter the same with his tongue but however the 
Niyyat can be uttered with one's own tongue. It is also compulsory for 
women to be free from menstruation and monthly period. 
Niyyat: "Navayeto An Asoome Gadan Lillahitala Min soume Ramazan " 
It is compulsory that during the month of Ramazan every day one 
should declare the Niyyat. 

To eat the Sahari in itself is equivalent of Niyyat. Compulsions: 

1 .One should not eat nor drink anything in the complete day right from 

the morning sunrise till the sunset in the evening. 

Conditions due to which the Fasting does not break(Mubahat): 

1To apply Surma. 

2. To brush the teeth with neemtree plank. 

3. To apply scent or smell the scent. 

4. To apply oil on the head or over the body. 

5. To drop water in the ear 6. To pour medicine in the eyes. 

7. To swallow ones own saliva. 

8. To swallow the wetness after washing the mouth. 

9. To swallow the thing present between the Teeth 

without reasonning out but it should be smaller than the gram (Chana) 
Makroohat of the Fasting: 
To taste or grind any thing without any necessity; 

2. To do excess in w ashing the mouth or nose; 

3. To swallow the saliva by accumulating it in the mouth; 

4. T0 cause delay wantedly in eating the Sahari till the morning is visible. 

5. To grind the coal in the mouth and wash the mouth and teeth 

6. To cause delay in opening the fasting after the siren is rung 

7. To backbite during the course of the Fasting 

8. To speak lie 

9. To speak in filthy language during the fasting day. 
Conditions of breaking the Fasting (Roza): 

If a Fasting person suddenly falls sick like getting fever or gets head ache 
or stomach ache or if a pregnant woman finds that during her fasting it will 
be harmful to the child or if one gets too hungry or thirsty that one life is 
endangered, then one can break the fasting and later the same roza 
may be performed without fail. 

Conditions due to which the fasting does not break 

1. To eat or drink copulate due to an oversight.2. Unintention if any 

thing enter the throat like smoke fly etc. 3. Vomitting. 

4. If undergoes Ehtelam. 5. If blood bleeds from the teeth. 

Fidya: (Compensation): Forthe Old Age fastings there is no alternative 

to Qaza but should give compensation i.e., for each fasting day one 

quantity of Fidya or compensation is to be given or should feast a hungry 

person for two times. 

The Iftar Prayer: 

"Allahumma laka sumtu va bika amantu va alaika tawakkaltu va ala rizqika 
aftartu". 



Translation: O! Allah: I have observed the 
fasting for the sake of you and have brought 
faith in you and have trusted You only and I 
break the fasting with the food given by you". 
THE PROBLEMS PERTAINING TO 
'SAHRY* AS PER HADITH 
Our Prophet Mohammed SAS said that Allah 
Himself and the Angels will bestow grace on the 
person eating the Sahri . 

The Time of Sahry: The time of the Sahry starts 
from the midnight till before the morning (32 
minutes before the start of the Namaze Fajr). 
The Essentials: To eat the Sahry is Mustahib 
(essential). Sahry should be eaten late. And 
from the night itself one should make up his 
mind of observing the fast of the next day. 
The Aiming of the Fast: We can decide the 
aiming of the Fast from the time of doing Sahry 
till the Sun starts setting down. But it is better to 
decide the aiming of the Fast in the night itself. 
"Nawaitu Bisump Gadan lillahi Tala min 
soume Ramaza 

Precautions: One should take precautionary 
steps in eating Sahry. Neither so less quantity 
of food should be eaten that later you may feel 
hungry nor heavy food to avoid indigestion. 
The Prayer of Taraveeh: Command: The 
Prayer of the Taraveeh for men and women is 
called Sunnate-Moukkeda. The first night in 
which the moon for the month of Ramazan is 
sighted the Taraveeh Prayers should be started 
from that night onwards and after sighting the 
moon for the Ramazan Idd Taraveeh should be 
stopped. The Taraveeh Namaz is for all the 
Muslims either they are observing fasting or 
not. The Taraveeh Jamaat is Sunnate Kafaya. 
The time of Taraveeh Namaz: After performing 
the Namaze Isha, till the time of Fajr Taraveeh 
can be done and it is better to do it prior to the 
Wajibul Witr. 

No. of Rakaats: The Namaze Taraveeh 
consists of 20 Rakaat. Every 2nd Rakaat has 
oneSalam. 

In the Taraveh Prayers it is Sunnat to complete 
one Quran. The Namaze Taraveeh if performed 
by sitting without any reason fetches half the 
Sawab. 

TASBEEHAATOF THE TARAVEEH 

In the beginning of the taraveeh you may say: 
"Assalatu Sunnatutaravech Yarhamakumullahu 
Lailaha lllallahu Vallahu Akbaai A 1 lain Akbaru Va 
l.illahilhamdu. 

To say Tasbeeh after every four Rakats: 
Subhana Zilmulki \ almalakuti Subhana Zil-izzati 
V'alazmati %'alhaibati lalqudrali lalkibriyayi 
zuljalale valjamale valkamale valjabrool.

A etekaaf means to stay in the Mosque with the aim of doing 
prayers. During the month of Ramazanulmubarak in the last 
10 days the A etekaaf is performed which is Sunnate Moukeda. 
Conditions: 

He must be a Muslim. He must be an adult. Must be free from 
menstruation and must be neat and clean. To be in the mosque 
while doing Aetekaaf. Must form Intension to do A etekaaf. 
Women should do Aetekaaf in a portion of her house where 
she performs the Namaaz. As per the Vajib and Sunnat during 
the period of Aetekaaf fasting is also compulsory. While 
entering the Mosque must pray before entering it. 
'Bismillahi vassalamo ala Rasulillahi Allahummaftah li 
abvaba rahmatika " 

after uttering these words one should form the aim of doing 
Aetekaaf. 

The Siyyat (or Aim) of Aetekaaf: 

Bismillahi Daqaltu va alaihi tavakkaltu va Navaitu Sunnatal 
Aetekaaf. " 

The Duty of the person observing Ay etekaaf: 

Must read Quran, and repeat Durudeshareef. He can also 
read religious books. One must be busy in doing good acts and 
good talk. During this period eating, drinking, sleeping, 
performing Nikah are all permitted. It is allowed to go outside 
the mosque for meeting natural needs but should not stay for 
more time than needed. 
The Types of Aetekaaf: 
There are three types of aetekaaf. 

1. Vajib 2. Sunnate Moukeda 3.Mustahab. 

Vajib Aetekaaf is that which is done with some aim. 

Sunnate Moukeda: The last 10 days of the Ramazan Month 
is called the Sunnate Moukeda. 

Besides Sunnat and Vajib all Aetekaaf are called Mustahab. 
While observing Vajib and Sunnate Moukeda in this period 
fasting is essential. During the period of Mustahab Aetekaaf 
the fasting is not compulsory. 
PERIOD OF AETEKAF 

The minimum period of Vajib Aetekaaf is one day and the 
period of Masnoon Aetekaaf it is ten days and the Mustahab 
Aetekaaf there is no limit fixed for this 
PRECAUTION: 

It may be noted that without any necessity or reason or due to 
mistake or wantedly if you go outside the mosque or stay out 
for more than required time due to fear of sickness, if you go 
out of the mosque the Aetekaaf becomes Fasid. If Aetekaaf 
becomes Fasid and if the Aetekaaf is a Vajib Aetekaaf then 
you have to do it at a later date as Qaza which is must. If it is 
Sunnat or Mustahab then Qaza is not necessary. 

Aetekaaf elSafil: 
First must read the Dua of entering into the mosque. 
Bismillahi Vassalamo Ala Rasullullahi Allahummaftahli 
abvaba Rahmatika then one should start aiming the Niyyat of 

Aetekaaf which is as follows: 

"Bismillahi Daqaltu va alaihi tawakkaltu va Navaitu 
Sunnatal Aetekaaf. 

Safil Aetekaaf: 

For obser\'ing Naftl Aetekaaf there is no time limit 
Hence, whenever you enter the mosque you have to do aiming 
and enter the Mosque you will get the Sawab.

10th Zilhajja after the namaz of 
Idd and Khutba till the dusk of 
12th Zilhajja, Qurbani can be 
given. The Qurbani should be 
done in day time, doing in the 
night is disliked (Makrooh). 



AQEEQA 



On 7th, 14th or 21st day of the 
birth of a child or whenever 
possible Aqeeqa is to be done 
which is Mustahab. Better to do 
on 7th day i.e. if the child is born 
on Friday the Aqeeqa should be 
done on Thursday. 

CATTLE FOR AQEEQA 

Son 2 Goats (Male or Female), 
Daughter 1 goat (Male/Female) 
Cow, Buffallo (he/she) can also 
be slaughtered which is equal to 
7 Goats. 



CATTLE FOR QURBANI AGE OF THE CATTLE 



Goat, Menda, Dumba (Male / 
Female) of one year age, for one 
person. Cow, Buffallo (Male / 
Female) of 2 years of age for 7 
persons. The cattle must be 
good, healthy and without any 
defects. 

MEAT OF QURBANI 

The meat should be divided into 
three parts. One part for self, 
One for the neighbours and 
relatives. The third for the poor, 
either raw or coocked be 
fetched. Qurbani meat can be 
given even to Non-Muslims.

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RULES PERTAINING TO 
LMRAH & HAJ 



There arc five (5) compulsory duties of a Haj. 
( 1 ) Ahram (and it is condition); (2) Waqoof (i.e.. Staying 

1. e., on the day of Arfa afternoon till the 10" 1 morning to Stay at 
Arfat though in any condition. (3) Tawafe Ziyarat 

(4) All the above three steps must be followed in a 
chronological order. (5) Every duty must be 

done at its respective time and place. If out of the above duties 
if any one of the duties is missed then the Haj is considered to 
be incomplete. 

The following are the necessary Wajibaat of the Haj 
1 .To pass at the Meeqaat in the condition of Ahram 

2. To perform 'Sayee' at Safa and Marvah 

3. To perform Sayee after the Tawaaf 

4. To start the 'Sayee' from the Safa 

5. To perform the 'Sayee' by foot if there is no justifiable reason 

6. From the time of Sunset till the Sun is completely set down 

rather till some part of night to stay at Arfaat 

7. While returning from the Arafaat should follow the Imam 

and should not go faster than the Imam 

8. During the period of Maghrib and Isha namaaz to delay in 

reaching Mazdalfa 

9. To stay in Mazdalfa in the night even if it is one time only 

10. To do Rami i.e., to hit pebbles. 

1 1 . To do the 1" Rami prior to removing the hairs of the head 

12. During the period of Naharan, every day Rami must be 

done on the same day. 

13. For some people during the 1" Rami to perform it and 

Tawaf in its respective ways. 

14. To consider the order in all the three Rami. 

1 5. To shave the head or to remove some hair of the head . 

16. Both these to be performed during the days of Nahr. 

1 7. Both these to be performed in the Harm. But as per Imam 

Abu Yousuf it is Masnoon. 

1 8. The Tawaf e Ziarath to be performed during the days of Nahr. 

19. During the Tawaf to introduce Hateem also. 

20. To perform Tawaf from Left 

2 1 . To perform Tawaf with Taharath 

22. During the tawaf to observe Women's Satar. 

23. During the Tawaf the women's Satar cloth should be neat. 

24. To perform Tawaf by walk if there is no difficulty. 

25. After Tawaf to perform Dugana. 

All these are common Wajibaat and some are special which are 
mentioned below: 

26. To perform the end of the Tawaf 

27. To perform Rami before the sacrifice of Qaran and Mutamatta. 

28. To perform sacrifice on Qaran and Mutamatta. 

29. To perform the Sacrifice before the head shave or hair cut at 

the Qaran and Mutamatta. 

30. To perform the Sacrifice at Qaran and Mutamatta during the 

period of Nahar. 

3 1 . All the restrictions of Ahram to be left. 

It may not be kept a secret that in some cases it is Wajib but some 
things are exempted from this rule; like to leave the Dugana 
of Tawaf and to not to delay the namaze Maghrib till the 
Namaze Isha. Except the Compulsions and Wajibaat 
whatever is stated in the Haj they are either Sunnat or 

Mustahab but according to Faqceh Abullais there are four 




1. Ahram 2. To perform the Tawaf of Kaaba but ahram is 

must and there are two Wajib of Tawaf Rukun and Umra i.e., 

( 1 ) To perform Sayee during Safa and Marwah 

(2) To shave the Head or remove some hair. And the Sunnan and 
Mustahibaat of the Um ra are e 1 ual to Ha J- 

or women as compared to men after tying the Ahram some special 
onditions are there. 

1 . To wear the stitched clothes like Jhubba, Kurta, Paijama, gloves 

etc., can wear but scented items like Zafran, Kusum etc., coloured 
clothes are n ot permitted. 

2. Wearing of such socks etc., due to which the bone of leg is hidden. 

3. To h'dc the head so as not to reach the cloth on the mouth. If veiled 

women are there then they can hide their mouth by tying or 
putting the cloth on their face and hide them from thc strangers. 

4. To utter Labbaik slowly; 

5 . Not to do Izteba and Rammal during the Tawaf; 

6,7):Not to perform thc Istelam of Hajrcaswad and Rukune Imani 
while stranger men are gathering; 

8) . Not to perform the Dugana of Tawaf at the time when men are 

gathering at the place of Ibrahim. 

9) Not to run between Safa and Marvah 

10) Not to climb the Safa and Marvah when there is a gathering of 
men 

1 1 ) At the time of coming out of Ahram not to shave the head. 

1 2) To cut the hair equal to one finger nor more than it as against a 
male person who has to cut 1 /4* hair; 

1 3) To fix the limit of cutting the hair as against male person who can 
shave the head completely which is allowed. 

14) To delay the Tawafe Ziarat due to menstruation upto 12* of 
Zilhajja 

1 5) To miss the Tawaf e Wida when proceeding along with other 
fellow women if suffering from Haiz. 

A woman with Haiz and nifas all the acts of Haj and Umrah 
are allowed except Tawaf of Kaaba. Because the Tawaf is performed 
in the Mosque and an unclean person is prohibited from entering the 
Mosque. Hence if woman faces the condition of Haiz before 
performing the Tawafe Ziarat and if her fellow women could not wait 
for her in that condition if she performs Tawaf then it will be accepted 
but she will be sinful hence she has to sacrifice a Camel or cow and 
must repent. Those women who have tied Ahram she can wear 
hareer, gold, and silver. 

The Sayee done in Safa and Marvah which is done after 
Tawaf after performing Dugana Tawaf and then they should perform 
Istelam of Hajre aswad. That means Safa and marvah's Tawaf needs 
permission and after the Tawaf Sayee is not there in such condition 
after the Dugana Istelam is not there.

The Method of Namaze Janaze: 

The Imam should take the permission from the 
guardian of the corps and should stand in front and 
conduct Niyyat for the Namaze Janaza and should 
pronounce Takbeer four times (Allahu Akbar loudly) 
and perform the Namaz. 

* After the first Takbeer should read Sana Ta-uz Tasmia 

* After the second Takbeer the Daroode Ibrahim 
After the third Takbeer the prayer for the Janaza 
After the fourth Takbeer must turn to both sides 
Salam and end the Namaze Janaza 

* (There is neither Rukooh nor any Sijda in the 
Namaze Janaza). During the Namaz, the Daroode 
Ibrahim and the prayer may be slowly read. 

The Method of Burial: 
The grave is of two kinds: 

1 .'Lahed' i.e. Bughli in which grave in the depth an 

arch is made towards the Western direction 

(towards Qibla). 
2.'Shakh' i.e. the grave of box type. 

At the time of burial of a female corps it is essential 

to abserve strict Pardah (veil) 

* The grave should be of the height of a person or more 

* Even upto the Waist or back will also suffice 

* The width should be equal to half the height or 
even less will suffice. Scent or rose water may be 
spread in the grave 

* The corps may be lowered from the Qibla side 
(Western side) in the grave slowly by chanting in 
such a way that the head should point towards the 
North and the legs towards the South. 

* After placing the corps in the grave the face may 
be turned towards Qibla (Western Side) 

* The head and toes rags may be loosened 

* The earth may be poure From the head onwards 
H 5 At trie time of pouring the lump of earth should 

chant (say),*^**!*- ^» *Ut J>-j c-L» *iJi (»— « 
at the first time, and at the second time, should 
chant ^jl*} i*J) And at the third time should

After the grave is filled water may be sprinkled 

* Then walk from head to the toes by chanting 
Surae Baqra from Alam to Muflihoon and from toes 
to waist by chanting the last three ayaat of Surae 
Baqra Amanarassul to the end 

* Then the prayer(Fateha) be performed 

* And outside the graveyard should pray for all the 
dead persons and the Ummate Mohammedia. 



List of Items Required for Tajheez & Takfeen : 

1 . The land for the grave may be dug to the required 
size, stone, Kadiyan to be place inside the grave 
and at the forehead and at the Painti legside two 
stones, Water pot should be made available at the 
grave site. 

2. Bathing of the corps: The arrangement for a 
person or persons to bath the corps may be 
arranged. Beri leaves and Kafoor, Scent, Surma, 
Scented sticks, Oodh (with oodh-dan) and coal for 
During. 

3. Board (Dola): Veil for the bathing (Qannat with 
roof). Instruments of excavation as required. The 
persons giving bath may be as less as possible. 
Arrangements for their sitting may be made. 

4. The cloth for the coffin. Mat, Bedsheet for covering 
the Dola (for females red and for males green or 
white cloth.) Flower orchid, and flowers. 

5. Reading of Quran: The Quran may be chanted at a 
distance away from the corps. Quran paras, 
arrangement for sitting, Shatranjis, bedsheets, 
Scented sticks. 

6. The selection of the Vali for performance of the 
Namaze Janaze or anyone saint to perform the 
Namaz. 

7. If the corps is required to be taken to a distant place, 
arrangement for a lorry or transport to be arranged. 

8. If the burial is to take place in the night, 
arrangement for the light be made (Petromax, 
Battery etc.). 

9. Persons who will lower the corps in the grave who 
should be near relative or who are the Maharam be 
selected well in advance. 

10. After the burial wheat, bread and salt may be 
distributed among the poor and the needy persons. 

11. The food, rice, bread, etc., may be sent to the 
house of the bereaved family. 

12. The Dola and the board rf brought on rent may be 
returned back . 

13. Immediately after the death, information may be 
passed on to the press with brief particulars and with 
the details of time of burial and theNamaze Janaze. 

14. The MCH may be informed immediately and the 
Death Certificate may be obtained. 

15. Those persons visiting the bereaved family may 
express their sorrow and grief and should console 
them. It should be strictly observed that one does 
not cry to the extent possible and should pray for the 
dead person to rest in peace

The Method of placing the Corps: 

When the Spirit departs then straighten the hands and legs 

* The cloth may be tied from below the chin to the head 

* The eyes may be closed by chanting Bismillahi Va Ala Millate Rasulallah 

* The head may be directed towards East and the legs towards West and the body rested 

* Both the forefingers of the legs may be tied. 

* A clean bedsheet may be covered 

* Those men and women requiring bath may disperse away from the place 

* The place near the Corps may be well scented 

* The reading of Holy Quran near the Corps is forbidden but the same 
Can be read at quite some distance* 

I The Method of Bath: 

It is better that a pious person, who is the close relative of the dead person may give bath to the Ci 

* Only those persons who are giving bath only may remain near the Corps. 

* The Beri leaves may be used in the water and boiled. 

* The wooden cot (Takhtha) may be washed and cleaned and scent may be spread over 

it and the corps may be laid over it in such a way that its legs may be towards South and 
the head towards North or as it is convenient and then the clothes may be removed 
cloth may be placed from abdomen to the ankle level. 

* The person giving bath (Ghassal) may wrap the cloth over his hands and wash the 
private parts with it. 

* Then should perform the Wazu 

* There is no need to pour water in the nostrils and mouth but it can be cleaned with a wet 
cloth and clean the teeth, mouth and nose. 

* Some cotton or cloth may be placed in the mouth, nose and ear so as not to allow water 
to enter in the body and then the body, head and the beard may be well-washed with 
soap.

I am under the orders of Allah and obey to wash the corps so as to enable 
the corps to clean itself and enable it perform the Namaze Janaza. 




* The Corps may be turned to the right hand side and the Neem leave mixed and boiled 

water may be poured from the head to the toes three times (This is the first bath of 
the corps). 

* Second time the corps may be turned to the left hand side and the water may be poured 

from head to the toes (This is the second bath) 

* The third time the corps may be supported at the back and a little bit lifted and slowly the 

stomach may be washed to the ground and if any latrine is come out the same may be 
washed and cleaned and this in any way does not nullify the Wazu performed earlier 

* Then turn the corps to the right hand side and pour the water mixed with Kafoor from head 

to the toes for three times (this is the third wash completed). 

* The corps may be dried well with a dry cloth and placed it over the coffin which is spread 

over the Takhtha. 

* (It is sufficient to simply pour water over the decomposed bodies.) 
The Method of wrapping in Coffin: 

The male coffin has three cloths. 1. Bed sheet 2. Tahband. 3. Kafni (The Bedsheet should 
be of such length that it should cover the head to toe). The tahband should be shorter 
than the bedsheet. The Kafni should be from the neck to the toes. The bedsheet may be 
spread over the mat and the coffin may be spread over it. Then the Kafni may be spread 
over the Tahband and half the kafni should be placed at the head. Then the corps may 
be laid over it. Then the bed sheet may be wrapped first from right side. The rags of the 
cloth may be tied to the coffin from legs, back and the head. 
Female Coffin has the following clothes: 

1 . Bedsheet 2. Tahband 3. Kafni 4. Waist-closset 5. Scarf (Waist-closset should be from the 
waist to the legs and the scarf should be half yard length and one foot wide). The bedsheet may 
be spread over the mat and the waist-closset over the bedsheet then the Tahband may be 
spread over the waist-clossed and over it may be spread the kafni like the male coffin is spread. 
After putting the coffin to the corps the hairs may be divided into two parts and they may be 
spread over right and left hand sides of the kafni and then the scarf may be spread over the hairs 
so as to completely hide the hairs and then the Tahband may be wrapped. Each part of cloth 
should lie in such a way that the right hand part should lie over the left hand side cloth. The rags 
of the cloth may be tied with the coffin from the lower part of the legs and then back and the upper 
portion of the head and tied.

Nafil or Mustahib: That act which is 
proved by Shariat as better and to 
performed and sometimes left without 
any reason like the 4 sunnats of 
Namaaze-Asar. 

Halal: All those things which are proved 
with clear evidence as Hallal like goat, 
cow, fish etc. 

Mubah: That act by doing of which 
neither it adds to good act nor any 
punishment like usage of rice, bread, etc. 
Haram: The act of which is clearly evi - 
denced as evil and prohibited. And he 
who believe it as Halal becomes a Kafir 
for example: Pork, Alcohol, Blood etc. 
Makroohe-Tahreemi: the near to 
Haram is Makrooh-e-Tahreemi. That 
who comments it is a Sinful like 
performing it does not attract any 
punishment.
